The above comment could be attributed to Sonia 
Gable when, as deputy-editor of Searchlight 
magazine, she would have received a letter from 
her very expensive solicitors, Mishcon de Reya 
explaining that yet another libel case was 
pending following an article by her husband in 
the August issue of Searchlight. Still reeling from 
legal costs of some £117,000 accrued after a Mr 
Chaney sued Searchlight for libel, 
Sonia could not have been pleased! 
Searchlight's target this time was Colin Jordan, 
the 85-year old former leader of both the National 
Socialist Movement and British Movement. A 
man that Gable often refers to as "the Nazi 
Godfather". 

The article, "An ongoing trail of terror" purports to 
be a history of right-wing violence in Britain since 
the end of the war. But unfortunately for Gerry he 
mixes "history" with lies and speculation. When 
making serious allegations about criminal acts 
Gable needs to realise that statements "of fact" 
need to be just that! Provable facts! 
With regard to Mr Jordan, Gable concentrates on 
a series of arson attacks against Jewish 
buildings that took place in the mid-1960s. One 
person died following one such attack. Several 
people were eventually convicted of the arson 
attacks but nobody was ever charged with 
murder. Mr Jordan was never charged with 
anything relating to the attacks but, Gable alleges 
"Jordan was never charged despite having 



prior knowledge of at least one attack" (Page 
12. Issue 398. August 2008). 
It will be very interesting to see Gable 
substantiate this allegation of criminal 
conspiracy before a Judge in a libel trial! 
In a letter to supporters, Mr Jordan claims the 
Searchlight article contains eight entirely untrue 
allegations of his involvement in terrorist type 
violence! He has already spent over £1000 on 
solicitor's letters and is now in the process of 
obtaining a Barristers Opinion before deciding 
whether or not to proceed in issuing writs of 
defamation. We hope Mr Jordan does get the 
support to sue Gable and Searchlight. Another 
expensive trial could just be the final nail in their 
collective coffin! 




Another expensive Searchlight blunder? 
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LOONEY LEFT LAUNCH YET 
ANOTHER "No Hope" PARTY 



With the Socialist Workers Party apparently 
deciding not to contest any seats in the 
forthcoming European elections, and the 
Socialist Alliance confined to the dustbin of 
history, the mantle of the Looney-left passes 
to the newly formed, "N02EU" party. 
The new party, whose full title is, Trade 
Unionists Against the EU Constitution, 
was launched in February at the London HQ 
of the rail workers union, RMT. 
The new party is backed by the Communist 
Party of Britain and its newspaper, the 
Morning Star. Five members of the RMTs 
executive committee have joined the party 
including the RMT General Secretary, Bob 
Crow, who is to be party leader.

With 80,000 members, the RMT are 
considered to be a vital component of the 
new party and are expected to make 
union facilities available as well as 
providing cash from the union's political 
fund. The Communist Party of Britain is 
represented by John Haylett and Bill 
Benfield from the CPBs Morning Star 
newspaper, and the CPB's General 
Secretary, Rob Griffiths. While the CPB 
leader, Anita (I've got loadsa dosh) 
Halpin has welcomed the formation of the 



new party, there is no news that she has 
yet provided any funds from her £20 million 
personal fortune. 

Hanna Sell, deputy leader of the near defunct 
Socialist Party of England and Wales, 
appropriately know as "SPEW", has also 
welcomed the new party, and rumour has it 
that she will jump ship if she is selected as a 
N02EU candidate. To reassure Hanna, the 
party only has ONE candidate so far, party- 
leader, "Blobby" Bob Crow! 
Two parties that will not be invited to join the 
new group are the Socialist Workers Party 
and the Alliance for Workers Liberty. These 
two have been lumped together as being 
"ultra-left" and are not welcome. A RMT 
insider told New Target that the real reason 
for banning the SWP is "they try to take over 
every group that allows them in. Look at the 
Socialist Alliance. The SWP are just 
wreckers." 

As N02EU doesn't have a Scottish section 
yet it is hoped that the void will be filled by 
Tommy Sheridan's Solidarity party, but of 
course by June Sheridan himself might be 
banged up in Barlinnie jail.

When George Galloway's "Respect: The Unity Coalition" split in 
2007, New TARGET forecast the beginning of the end for both 
factions. Now, almost 18 months later, "Respect Coalition" has 
become "The Left Alternative", operated almost single-handedly 
by M. Gavan from a rented office address just off of East 
London's Bow Road. The other faction, George Galloway's 
"Respect-Renewal" party seems to be in terminal decline due to 
infighting. Respect-Renewal is not standing any candidates in 
the forthcoming EU elections, which is not a surprise when Respect Renewal's last election 
contest led to them coming third, behind both Labour and the Tories in a by-election in their so- 
called "stronghold" of Tower Hamlets. 

Perhaps the party needed a reality check. As Tower Hamlets, like many other poverty stricken 
inner-city areas, suffers badly during this recession, Respect's six local councillors are busy 
wasting their meagre resources in opposing licenses for Lap-dancing clubs, leading to some 
local residents thinking that their councillors had "lost the plot". 

Nationally, Respect backed Jerry Hicks in his battle with Derek Simpson for control over the 
massive UNITE trade union, only to see Simpson romp home to victory, and then they signed up 
to another loser, the Searchlight owned "Hope not Hate" campaign which will face massive 
embarrassment when the British National Party wins a seat or seats in the EU elections in June. 
It is our view that Respect-Renewal will only survive as a sort of cult, blindly following "The 
Special One", leader George Galloway, wherever he leads them. Their days as a political entity 
are finished.

GABLE GETS LUCKY AGAIN! 

Just after this issue went to print we were informed of the death of Colin Jordan. 
When Mr Jordan first contacted us for advice on taking legal action against Searchlight 
he revealed that he was in his mid-Eighties and had a long-standing heart condition. 
Although we were able to provide him with some helpful contacts we did remind him of 
the potential stresses involved in such court action. We also advised him to transfer all 
of his assets into his wife's name in case his libel action failed and costs were awarded 
against him. 

Unfortunately, Mr Jordan's untimely death means his name will now never be cleared in 
court and the Gable family and Searchlight have escaped another costly libel trial. 

There will be those who will criticise us for involving ourselves with Mr Jordan but, we 
make no apology. 

The Gable family, Searchlight, and their fellow travellers, are a bigger threat to 
democracy than Al Qaeda or any foreign terrorist group, and we will join forces with 
anyone to secure victory against them.

HAS SEARCHLIGHT GOT A NEW 

SECRET HQ? 



The latest financial accounts submitted by 
Searchlight Educational Trust to the Charity 
Commission raises an interesting question. 
Has Searchlight got a new secret 
headquarters? 



Searchlight Educational Trust is one part of 
the Searchlight Empire, and according the 
records presented to the Charity 
Commissioners on the 15 th of October 2008, 
Sonia Gable is listed as the secretary of the 
trust. Brighton-based, Chana Moshenska, 
also makes a debut as a director. 
In the same report, SET claims that they 
"continued to attract unrestricted grant 
funding and was able to employ two 
researchers and a full-time assistant 
throughout the year, as well as making 
greater use of freelance staff' 

In other documents seen by New Target 
both Nick Lowles and Gerry Gable describe 
themselves as "researchers" and are 
probably the full-time employees. One of the 
freelance staff is certainly photographer, 
Dave Hoffman, from East London. SET also 
reveal that in 2008 "two new sources of 
funding were obtained".

Income 

In the financial year of 2007 grants and 
donations totalled £161,000 and at the end 
of the financial year SET had £107,000 in 
the bank. Business is good! 

Expenditure 

It is under this heading that the mystery 
surrounding Searchlight's finances grows. 
"Office costs" are quoted as a mere £241, 
yet "rent and rates" are quoted as 
£26,291. What rent? And rates for what? 

One clue is on page 5 of the accounts under 
the heading "Volunteers". 
We quote; " A few volunteers worked for the 
charity from time to time on 2007. Their 
contributions included management and 
administration, fundraising and working in 
the office". 

What office we ask? 

Searchlight's registered office is in Bedford 
Row, London. But this is simply an 
accommodation address where a Company 
registration service is offered. Searchlight 
shares this address with 65 other 
companies including a beer wholesalers and 
a company operating dance studios! 
So where are they spending over £500 
every week on rent and rates? 
Searchlight does not have its mail delivered 
to its registered office; instead it hides 
behind a PO Box operated from Gable's 
local post office in llford, Essex. The identity 
of the PO Box renter is protected on "orders 
from the police". 

This prompts the question, is Searchlight's 
charity fundraiser paying Sonia and Gerry 
Gable's mortgage and rates? Or, as has 
been rumoured for some time now, has 
Searchlight got other premises in the 
London Borough of Redbridge? 

We would love to know! Can you help?

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BNP MEMBERSHIP LIST 
"BEING ABUSED"

RESPECT FOUND GUILTY OF 
ACCEPTING AN ILLEGAL

RESPECT, The Unity Coalition 
have been caught accepting an 
illegal donation from a person not 
registered on the UK electoral 
register. In June 2007, RESPECT 
accepted a donation of £4,824 
from Mr A. Khansaheb. Somebody
